In otherwords, claim 1 is related to converting multimedia files for consumption on a 
regular PC into a file that is more easily consumed on a po^ble device. ^ 
cutting video media and recalculating how long corresponding text med a should be displayed 
based on how much was cut. (See Application, Figure 6 and Figure 15). 

Nielsen merely discusses breaking longer presentations into shorter chapters for web 
consumption such as breaking a 60 minute streaming video into a short summary and a 
thumbnail photo or using subtitles. No content is removed. 

Ryan, at paragraph 80, merely discusses software which can convert a video or audio 
file into a streaming format. 

Thus the references do not teach at least "the spatiotemporal layout information setting 
processing unit is configured to set a playing time period of the media other than the text 
mediTon the basis of the display of the time period of the text med.a" as recited in claim 1 
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
